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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Regarding independent claims 1, 10 and 17, among the cited prior art, the 
following . is the closest prior art relevant to the claimed invention: 

a. ) U.S. Patent Number 5,965,848, hereinafter disclosed as "Altschul etal. (I)"- Disposable 
Portable Electronic Device and Method of Making 

b. ) U.S. Patent Number 5,875,393, hereinafter disclosed as "Altschul et al. (II)" - Disposable 
Wireless Telephone 

The claimed invention is aimed at a disposable business card and cellular 
telephone, constructed upon a paper substrate, wherein the components therein are 
also composed of paper technologies. The Applicant asserts that the claimed invention 
is aimed at providing a more cellular telephone business card intended to automatically 
call the person or entity associated with the business card. The claimed invention is not 
intended to receive calls. 

Altschul et al. (I) discloses an economical portable electronic device composed 
of a ribbon-like dielectric material, of which, a printed circuit is disposed upon, 
composed of a conductive ink. The substrate has a high degree of flexibility, folding the 
substrate upon itself into shorter lengths within the prescribed length of the body. 

To further support the descriptive invention of Altschul et al. (I), Altschul 
et al. (II) teaches of a disposable wireless telephone and a method of using a 
disposable wireless telephone which capable of both receiving and transmitting 
communications. 
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Although, in contrast with distinctly comparable differences, Altschul et al. (I) 
and Altschul et al. (II), in it's combination, are considered to constitute to the state of 
the claimed invention; however, neither represents the explicitly the premise, as 
disclosed by the Applicant in subjects of the arguments of the "Appeal Brief, that the 
said device and it's components are solely composed of paper technologies. 
Additionally, unlike Applicant's claimed invention, Altschul et al. (I) and Altschul et al. 
(II) teaches of a disposable device capable of both transmitting and receiving 
communications.
